A very sad affair occured some 
time

night in rooms 
Nos. 1 and 2 at Sicher’s Hotel,Miss 
Louise Estling, sister of Mrs. Sam ­ 
uel Irvin, wife of the master 
car 
builder of the M. K. & T . , commit­ 
ting suicide by hanging. 


About 9:30 o ’clock this morning 
a 
dining room girl 
at 
the hotel 
went to Miss Eslling’s room to call 
-.her for breakfast. 
The apartment 
consists of two rooms occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Irving, 
and opening 
into 
each 
other 
by 
an ordinary 
door. 
After repeated 
knocking, 
no response was made from the in­ 
side. 
Mr. L. Levy, a commercial trav­ 
eler of New York, who occupied an 
adjoining room, came into the hall­ 
way at this moment, and his assist­ 
ance was asked in effecting an en­ 
trance into the room. 
He climbed 
up and, peering over the transom, 
was horrified to see a woman hang­ 
ing lifeless from the cross piece of 
the doorway which connected the 
two rooms. 
An 
entrance was at 
once effected. 
Miss 
Estling 
was 
quite dead, evidently for over four 
hours. 
The body was taken down 
and placed in readiness for the ar­ 
rival of Coroner Meuhl. 
Everything pointed to the fact 
that she had carefully planned her 
death. 
She had removed her shoes 
and placed them at the foot of her 
bed. 
H er dress waist had been re­ 
moved and a light flannel jacket 
put on instead. A long leather trunk 
strap, an inch and a quarter wide, 
had been securely tied aroynd £h& 
cross-piece. ..About p foot from fh f 
end 
of 
the strap was 
a buckle. 
Standing upon a chair, the end of 
the strap was placed around her 
neck 
and 
buckled, 
but 
not 
before a 
handkerchief 
had 
first 
been 
tied 
around 
her 
neck 
to 
prevent abrasions. 
A pijlovv had 
also been pla£fcd upon-the floor to 
deaden the sound of the chair when 
the u\ifortup# ite woman kicked it 
from beneath her. 
She had been 
slowly choked to death, but had 
made no noise. 
Her! face looked 
as if death had' been painless. 
A 
careful search failed to reveal any 
letters; she had left no messages. 
It is supposed that she first at­ 
tempted to use iv pair of suspenders 
as the means of hanging herself, 
but found them too weak, and laid 
them aside on a bureau. 
M iss Estling was about forty years 
old, and 
unmarried. 
Her 
health 
had been poor 
for several years, 
and as a result her mind became 
infpaired. 
^/6he 
had 
occasionally 
suffered 
"from severe attacks of mental aber­ 
ration, which 
were succeeded by 
lucid intervals. A week or moie ago, 
Mr. and Mrs. Irvin went cast and 
instructed Mr. George L. Faulhaber 
to attend to the invalid’s needs dur­ 
ing their absence. 
A number of 
friends called during the 
week and 
found 
her 
rational. 
Yesterday 
afternoon a lady friend called upon 
her about 3 o ’clock and found her 
in great distress. 
She was haunted 
by the hallucination that there were 
two men in an adjoining room who 
were watching her for the purpose 
of taking 
her to an asylum. 
She 
had 
a dread 
of 
being placed in 
such an institution, and the matter 
weighed 
heavily 
upon her mind. 
At 6:30 her supper was taken to 
her room 
and 
she 
ate 
heartily. 
Nothing more was heard of her un­ 
til 
the 
body 
was 
found 
this 
morning. 
She 
came 
to Sedalia 
about 
two 
weeks 
ago 
from 
St. 
Louis, 
where 
she has 
been 
bo aiding since Mr. and Mrs. Irvin 
came to Sedalia. 
She has a brother 
in Chicago and one in Detroit. Her
